= Behind Great Growth

Funeral services were held May 6 in Washington, D.C. 
for John Jay Hopkins and the body was flown to Cali- 


fornia for burial. 


Memorial services for Mr. 
Hopkins will be held Friday 
(May 17) at 2:30 p.m. at Her- 
bert Wylie Chapel, 1760 Gower 
Street, First Presbyterian 
Church, Hollywood. 


Mr. Hopkins is survived by his 
wife, Mrs. Ruth Smith Hopkins; 
a daughter, Mrs. Clement Conger 
of Alexandria, Va.; two grand- 
sons and a granddaughter. 

One of the most dynamic phe- 
nomena of the American indus- 
trial scene, Mr. Hopkins was 
widely known at home and abroad 
for his achievements in the field 
of nuclear energy. First and best 
known was the construction of the 
world’s first nuclear-powered 
means of propulsion, the sub- 
marine USS Nautilus, built by 
General Dynamics’ Electric Boat 
Division. Mr. Hopkins concerned 
aimself personally with all phases 
of the ship’s construction. Of re- 


cent years he has been the in- 
dustry’s most outspoken advocate 
of the use of nuclear energy to 
bring industrialization to “have- 
not” areas and to reduce economic 
inequalities throughout the world. 

During his 20 years associa- 

tion with the business organiza- 
tion which until 1952 was 
known as Electric Boat Com- 
pany, Mr. Hopkins saw the cor- 
poration grow from a small 
submarine shipyard to one of 
the world’s great industrial 
enterprises, with a command- 
ing position in such diverse 
fields as aerodynamics, electro- 
dynamics, hydrodynamics, elec- 
tronics, astronautics and 
atomics. Mr. Hopkins himself 
was the principal force behind 
that remarkable growth. 

Mr. Hopkins was born in Santa, 
Ana, Calif., Oct. 15, 1898, of 
English, Irish and Scottish ante- 
cedents. He was one of five

John Jay Hopkins, founder of General Dynamics Cor- 
poration and a business leader of international stature, 
died May 3 in Washington, D.C. He was 63. 

As president and chairman of the board, Mr. Hopkins 
actively directed General Dynamics’ vast organization up 


until a brief time before his 
death. 

Arriving in Washington late 
last month for a board meeting, 
he was taken fatally ill and ad- 
mitted to Georgetown Hospital 
suffering from cancer. 

On May 1 General Dynamics 
directors announced that Frank 
Pace Jr., executive vice president 
and vice-chairman of the board 
had been elected president of 
General Dynamics and re-elected 
vice chairman. Earl D. Johnson, 
senior vice president—operations 
and fiscal affairs, succeeded to

The new president of General 
Dynamics joined the corporation 
in 1953 following a distinguished 
career in public service as Secre- 
tary of the Army and Director of 
the Budget. A native of Little 
Rock, Ark., President Pace was 
a 1933 Princeton graduate and of 
Harvard Law School in 1936. He 
practiced law for a number of 
years and served in the Army Air 
Corps during World War II, leav- 
ing the service with the rank of 
major. 

Following the war he became 
special assistant to the U. S. At- 
torney General in the taxation di- 
vision of the Department of Jus- 
tice and for two years was execu- 
tive assistant to the Postmaster 
General. In 1949 he was named 
Director ‘of the Budget, after a 
year as assistant director. From 
April 1950 through January of 
1958 he was Secretary of the 
Army, during which time he was 
responsible for the Army’s rapid 
expansion to meet the emergency

children of the late Rev. John 
Thomas Hopkins, . Presbyterian 
minister, and the late Irene Hy- 
mer Hopkins. 

As early as the fifth grade, 
Mr. Hopkins went “into business 
for himself,” selling newspapers, 
and by the time he finished high 


school in Fullerton, Calif., he 
owned and managed _ several 
routes. During ‘high school and 


college years he worked summers 
in the offices, laboratories and 
plants of the Holly (Huntington 
Beach) sugar companies. He at- 
tended Occidental College from 
1911 to 1914 where he partici- 
pated in football, basketball and 
track and was a member of the 
debating team. He transferred 
to the University of California 
at Berkeley for his senior year, 
graduating with an AB degree. 

After a year in the offices and 
refineries of Standard Oil, Mr. 
Hopkins entered Harvard Law 
School in the fall of 1916. His 


schooling wasj' interrupted  by|_ 


World War I when he joined the 
Navy, ultimately being commis- 
sioned as an ensign, USNRF. In 
1919 he re-entered Harvard and 
was graduated with an LLB de- 
gree in 1921. » 

In the meantime (June 26, 
1917), he married Ruth Smith, 
daughter of the late Quincy Ralph 
Smith and Emma Birch Smith of 
Santa Ana. 

Upon graduation from law 
school, Mr. Hopkins entered the 
New York City law school offi- 
ces of Cravath, Henderson, Lef- 
fingwell & de Gersdorff. He re- 
mained with this widely known 
law firm until entering private 
practice in 1925, continuing to 
practice under his own name in 
New York City and Los Angeles 
until 1932 when he was appoint- 
ed special assistant to the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, Washington, 
D.C. From 1933 to 1936, he was 
general counsel and a director of 


Maytlower Associates, an invest- 


ment firm. He re-entered private 
law practice in 19386. The follow- 
ing year he became a director of 
Electric Boat Co., predecessor to 
General Dynamics Corporation, a 
submarine manufacturing firm 
with a distinguished history. 

In 1942, with submarines in 
desperate demand, Mr. Hopkins 
considered active Navy duty, but 
was convinced by others that his 
greatest contribution to the war 
effort would be with Electric 
Boat, where he became a vice 
president. In 1947 he became 
president of the company and 
continued to give the concern 
his hard-hitting leadership. 


Electric Boat maintained an 
unusual financial strength and 
as it was Mr. Hopkins’ convic- 
tion that the company must di- 
versify its activities by moving 
into new fields of production for 
civilian as well as the defense 
economy, in 1946 he initiated the 
acquisition of Canadair Limited, 
makers of transport aircraft, 
with extensive plants at Mon- 
treal, P.Q., Canada’s largest air- 
plane producer. 

In April, 1952, the company 
changed its name to General 
Dynamics Corporation. The name 
Electric Boat was retained and 


is now a division of General | 


Dynamics. Created as another 
division at that time was Electro 
Dynamic, builders of electric 
motors for military and civilian 
use, located at Bayonne, N.J. 
The following year, 1953, Gen- 
eral Dynamics, under Hopkins’ 
leadership, expanded further into 
the aircraft field, with the pur- 
chase of a large bloc of Convair 
stock. In 1954, share owners of 
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both corporations approved a pro- 
posal to merge, and Convair be- 
came a division of General Dy- 
namics Corporation. 

Subsequently, Mr. Hopkins con- 
tinued his program of expansion, 
with the addition of Stromberg- 
Carlson of Rochester, N.Y., as a 
General Dynamics division in 
1955, and late in the summer of 
the same year, the General Atom- 
ic Division was created with 
headquarters at San Diego. 

Scarcely a month ago a General 
Dynamics Corporation annual re- 
port, outlining business affairs in 
the first quarter of 1957, reflect- 
ed the amazing spiral of growth 
experienced under a decade of 
Mr. Hopkins’ leadership. It has 
gone from a three-division con- 
cern in 1946, with a backlog of 
$4% million, to a five-division 
organization (plus Canadair) with 
a business backlog of more than 
$2 billion, and employees totaling 
more than 97,000.

2 maintenance, respectively; and 
W. M. Odle and E. W. Winches- 
ter, both of design section, plant 
engineering. 

Actually, water conservation 
isn’t new for Convair SD, Sharp 
pointed out. Plant engineering, 
for several years, has been con- 
ducting a continuing study and 
improvement program aimed at 
more economical water use. 

“What this means,” Sharp said, 
“Gs that we’ve reached the acute 
stage in our campaign. We’ve 
plugged the big leaks. But thou- 
sands of ‘little drips’ add up to 
a torrent in an establishment the 
size of ours.” 


With cooperation of indus- 
trial relations section, posters 
have been going up on bulletin 
boards in every Convair SD fa- 
cility to emphasize the water- 
saving effort. Slogans, ideas, 
and suggestions from employ- 
ees are encouraged, and em- 
ployees are being urged to re- 
port leaks or excessive water 
usage. 

“This campaign falls into two 
phases,” Sharp said. “First phase 
covers what we can do right now, 
with existing facilities, to cut 
water use. 

“The second phase is long- 
range — what Convair SD must 
do in the future to achieve more 
economical use. Both are equally 
important. 

“Hivery Convair employee who 
uses water on the job is involved, 
even though Convair is paying 
for it,” Sharp stressed. “Every 
gallon that’s wasted here is that 
much less available at home.” 


The “education” phase of the 
campaign emphasizes economical 
use of water in processing work, 
rinse tanks and the like. Em- 
ployees are being urged to cut 
off flow at shift end, during 
lunch breaks, and at all times 
the facility is not in use. 

An aggressive, continuous 
maintenance campaign is aimed 
at correcting leaks in water and 
steam systems, and other areas 
where savings can be made. 

“In the long-range phase,” 
Sharp said, “Convair must plan 
to install equipment to reclaim 
and recirculate water used in pro- 
cessing which now goes down the 
drain. Cooling systems must be 


converted from once-through wa-|_

Air Test Units 
Gain SD Favor 


Air-operated hydraulic test 
units, the first known in the air- 
craft industry, are now standard 
production machines on Air Force 
interceptor programs at Convair 
San Diego. 

Designed and built to Convair 
specifications, the units supply 
pressure and fluids necessary to 
operate hydraulic systems (ele- 
vons, rudders, doors, gear, etc.). 
They are used in primary and 
final assembly as well as field 
operations. 

Highly mobile, the units are 
limited only by the availability of 
air pressure, supplied through 
normal production outlets. They 
can be moved from one station 
to another both on the assembly 
line and outside. 

Air pressure supplies needed 
power to send hydraulic. fluids, 
both within the aircraft and 
from tanks on the unit, circula- 
ting through the systems when 
~ it is necessary to conduct func- 
tional tests. There is a minimum 
of moving parts to go wrong and 
steady air pressure is always 
available, eliminating waits while 
sufficient working pressure is ob- 
tained. 

They replace electrically-driven 
units which proved ineffective 


due to heat noise, and constant |. 


maintenance to keep them operat- 
ing. 

San Diego Division utilizes 
some 86 of these units at present. 
Additional units have been slated 
for Palmdale’s paint shop.

On the ground, Jerry Slovacek 
flips a lever on a six-by-eight- 
inch metal box. 

High in the blue sky above, 
bomb bay doors snap open, and 
a “bomb” hurtles earthward. It 
hits the target—splat! There’s 
a puff of flour. 

The “bomb” is a midget flour- 
sack missile, and it has been 
dropped from a radio-controlled 
seven-foot model plane built and 
flown by Slovacek, a member of 
Convair SD tool design. 

Jerry is a member of the 
“Drones”—or more formally, the 
San Diego Radio-Modelers — and 
has been flying the radio-con- 
trolled model craft nearly four 
years, frequently at joint meets 
with San Diego’s CRA Aero- 
modelers. He also has appeared 
with his planes at national model 
meets in Los Angeles, and one 
of his planes, the “Stogie,” has 
been pictured in a national model 
magazine. 

“Stogie,” is a four-foot flying 
model built around a cigar-box 
fuselage which houses the radio 
receiving set and controls. Its 
tail boom is made from a cur- 
tain roller. Twisted rubber bands 
run from the box fuselage back 
to the tail. But they don’t power

in the “cabin” they control the 
rudder. The plane is gas powered. 
The fuel tank is formed from a 
chili-pepper can. 

“T was just tinkering around 
one day, and decided to build 
Stogie just as a gag,” Jerry con- 
fessed. “I kept improvising things 
around the basic idea, It’s just a 
single-channel job, but it flies as 
well as any of ’em.” 

The more conventional, seven- 
foot model, scaled up from a free- 
flight gas-powered model, is a 
three-channel control job, which 
means it can receive and re- 
spond to up to five “commands” 
from the ground transmitter. 

“This,” Jerry explained, “en- 
ables the controller to put the 
plane through almost any sort of 
precision and stunt pattern.” 

The single-channel plane car- 
ries only a rudder control, but 
this, with an engine-speed but- 
ton on the transmitter, enables 
it to perform most “basic” ma- 
neuvers. 

The three-channel control box 
has a “stick” which is a minia- 
ture of the control stick in an 
actual airplane, and the model 
plane responds to the movements 
of this tiny lever. “It’s the next 
thing to actually sitting in the 
cockpit and flying the plane,” 
said Jerry.

Additional expenditure of ap- 
proximately $1% million has been 
authorized by Air Materiel Com- 
mand for Convair’s new $12 mil- 
lion facility at Air Force Plant 
42, Palmdale. 

Supplementary funds will be 
used for construction of four ad- 
ditional buildings and a flight 
observation tower, to increase 
concrete runways, parking facil- 
ities, and utilities, and to install 
a freight and passenger elevator.

Steel Crates Like ‘Erector Sets’ 
Replace Wood Shipping Boxes 


Steel crates which can be used 
again and again are fast replac- 
ing wooden shipping boxes and 
crates at Convair Fort Worth. 

Convair San Diego’s F-102A 
assembly line is the first to bene- 
fit. 

Replacing the wood boxes and 
crates of past years are steel 
frames which are _ tailor-made 
from pre-fabricated pieces of 
steel in various lengths and sizes. 

“Putting them together—into 

almost any size or shape you 
want—is much like a young- 
ster’s work with an Erector 
set,” said S. E. Keith, chief of 
traffic. “Each piece of steel is 


___ filled with holes to take bolts 


at almost any point.” 


J. Y. Orms of industrial en- 
gineering suggested the study of 
possible use of steel in the first 
place, and worked with the traffic 
department in developing the 
complete plan. 


Keith said men in traffic de-| ; 


partment’s shipping section at 
south end of the assembly build- 
ing put the steel crates together 
in far less time than it takes to 
build them of wood. 


Lawrence Armstrong, 
general foreman, said the steel 
shipping containers are stronger 
and provide more protection for 
the F-102A components. 
also weigh less. The steel is ex- 
pected to be long-lived, since it 
is electro-galvanized to resist 
rust. ~ 

The wood boxes and crates used 
previously had to be almost de- 
molishéd in San Diego in order 
to remove the parts without dam- 
age. So much scrap resulted that 
San Diego began to have a dis- 
posal problem — since the scrap 
was virtually worthless. 

With the new steel crates, San 
Diego employees merely take off

the nuts, remove the bolts, tie the 
pieces together and ship them 
back to Convair Fort Worth to 
be used again. 


At Fort Worth, two traffic de- 
partment men assembled 14 
crates in one day, far more than 
they had ever been able to build 
with wood. 


Use of the steel crates is one 
of numerous steps being taken 
at Convair Fort Worth in an ex- 
tensive effort to improve material 
handling methods. Convair Fort 
Worth is believed to be the first 
aircraft company in this country 
to adopt the new method for 
shipping purposes.

Ground Broken on New 
Bonding Facility at SD 


Ground was broken late in Ap- 
ril at Convair SD Plant 1 for 
the 80-foot Scotchweld oven and 
the 90 x 180-foot Scotchweld 
production processing facility 
which will form an integral unit 
of the assembly line for the 
forthcoming 880, Convair’s all-jet 
transport. 

The Scotchweld processing fa- 
cility is the first stage in the 
bonding process. It consists of 
six processing tanks, each 4 feet 
wide, 10 feet deep, and 35 feet 
long, a paint booth, and a three- 
compartment pre-curing oven. 

It also provides two 60-foot 
spar rail tanks, one of them a 
multiple process tank that is also 
equipped for use as a pre-cure 
oven for spar rails, and a spar 
rail paint booth. 

The facility will be equipped 
with necessary craneway struc- 


tures, exhaust fans, and support- | 


ing auxiliary equipment. The 
crane support structure top and 
side-walls will be enclosed, pro- 
viding weather protection for 
operating personnel. 

The oven is the final stage in 
the process which will bond the 
huge wing sections of the 880 in- 
to integral, leakproof, corrosion- 
resistant “flying fuel tanks,” said 


L. S. Young of SD plant engi- | 


neering design section, project en- 
gineer on the Scotchweld facility. 
The Scotchweld process was de- 
veloped by Convair and others 
in cooperation with Minnesota 
Mining and Metallurgical Co., 
Young said. Currently it also is 
used in assembling and bonding 
the integral wing tank sections 
of the F-102A and the F-106. 
The 880 Scotchweld facility is 
being erected at the southwest 


corner of Bldg. 2. The oven it-| 


self will be 80 feet long, 20 feet 
high, and 10 feet wide (inside) 
to take two tank assemblies 
standing on edge. 

The Scotchweld-prepared as- 
semblies are “cured” in this po- 
sition at 325 degrees F., then 
cooled out under carefully con- 
trolled conditions. The whole 
process takes about six hours 
for the two wing tank assem- 
blies. 


+ 


The cooling-out process must 
be absolutely draft-free, to 
avoid any chance of warpage. The 
heat curing process bonds the 
entire wing tank structure into 
virtually a single piece of metal, 
Young explained, giving it a 
great deal more structural rig- 
idity in addition to freedom from 
leaks, slippage, and internal cor- 
rosion. 

Briefly, the Scotchweld process 
consists of a metal-to-metal ad- 
hesive system applied to all fay- 
ing (lapped) surfaces in the fuel 
tank area. 3 

Each detail and structural part 
is first cleaned and given an Al- 
odine 600 chemical coating. This 
is sealed with a thin spray coat 
of Scotchweld primer and dried 
at 150 degrees F. to allow handl- 
ing. This treatment prepares the 
surface for later bonding. 

Final assembly of the wing 
tank section is accomplished by 
addition of a thin layer of 
phenolic dry tape in each fay- 
ing surface and under all spar 
stiffeners and stringer plate ex- 
trusions. The tank assembly then 
is subjected to heat curing, which 
changes the dry film to a semi- 
fluid. It then cures to a tough, 
fuel-resistant barrier.
